A frigate of thirty-two guns, twenty-feven feet 
heel, and cen feet beam, with galleries and ‘every 
thing con yplete and ia proportion, both ia huil 
and rigging; manned with vowards of thirty 
feamen and marives, in their differeot uniforms ;
